house of representatives.

these were 
delivered 
by the 


printer a day or two-ago. They have 
been bound together in loose-leaf 
ledger style, house bills in one vol- 
ume and senate bills in another. 


Secretary of State,Pool has also 


received copies of all tlTe new acts 
and has been going over them, as- 
sisted by William H. Smith, getting 
thorn ready to publish in compiled 
form as the 1925 session laws. 


A number of minor errors and in- 


accuracies have been 
discovered, 


showing that the employment of a 
special attorney by thfe legislature 
to look 
after 
"arrangement and 


phraseology" does not guarantee 
that bills will go through in correct 
form. The late legislature paid $500 
for such service. 


One mistake found in K. JR. 164, 


which was passed for the 
purpose 


of enabling a township, precinct, or 
rood district to levy 2 mills tax for 
Highway Improvement. Under the 
old law, 1 mill was all that could be 
voted under that heading. The new 
law repeals the old one, but instead 
of providing for "2 mills on the dol- 
lar" tax It says "2 mills upon the 
actual valuation of taxable prop- 
erty." 


As Secretary Pool construes 
the 


verbiage, it means simply that the 
ta* iwlll be 2 mills, or .2 of 1 cent, 
and no more, regardless of whVit 
the valuation may be. This would 
render the law of no value what- 
ever.

enjoy a greater measure of safety than those who 
have to dodge automobiles while ^crossing streets in 
he large cities. He might have added that even air- 
plane travelers experience a smaller percentage of 
accidents and fatalities than people who have to face 
dally the perils of street and highway traffic. 


However, the railroad official- should not overlook

persons whose safety must be considered. 
Englne- 


iien, trainmen, switchmen, shop .\vorkerfl, and other 
'niployes work under well-known hazards, and while 
a relatively smaller proportion of them suffet 
ht- 


urles In* service than formerly the total la still quite 
arge every year. Moreover, the annual toll of people 
killed or maimed. In grade crossing accidents is much 
greater than It ought to be.

tuman race, because more people die that way than 
n any other manner. " Assuredly, no representative 
of the transportation Industry would claim that 
people ought to ride on trains Instead of going to 
jed. In order to feel safe. 
Yet something of tht; 


_iame kind Is Implied in the boast of comparative 
•safety for train passengers as compared with.pedes- 
trians Jn cities. 


There are plenty of folks who have been walking 


ind crossing streets all their lives, who still enjoy 
good health and have never been run over by auto- 
mobiles. 
Probably It is not too much to say that 


my person who takes reasonable precautions on the 
streets has at least as good a chance of avoiding 
accidents as one who rides on a train. The former 
is so situated that his own conduct Is usually thc\ 
greatest contributing factor to his personal safety, 
while the latter must depend entirely on the ef- 
ficiency and watchfulness of train dispatchers, loco- 
motive engineers, switch tenders, and other railroad 
employes and Is powerless to avoid danger when 
carelessness on the part of any one of these Is im- 


ilnen.t. 
There 
in no doubt that railroad managers ami 


workers have succeeded in materially reducing the 


Isk to travelers on trains. 
They are entitled to 


commendation for this, but after all it Is good busi- 
ness for the carriers to- avoid killing or Injuring 
people. 
Bills for damages and expense of litigation 


ire thereby lessened. 


So far as the individual who walks is concerned, 


he must forever keep in mind the precept to "ntop, 
ook and listen." The automoblllat, on his part, rests 
under an obligation to exercise great care and avoid 
undue 
speed, 
particularly 
In 
congested 
districts. 


Both groups are gradually becoming better educated

o their respective duties in avoiding accidents.

THE INVENTION OF THE TELEGRAPH. 


Last Monday, April 21, waa the anniversary of the 


birth oC Samuel F. B. Morse.' inventor of the electric 
telegraph, who was born on that day in 1791, in 
Charleston, Mass. Comparatively few people realize 
that the telegraph is now* only about eighty years old, 
he first message, "What hath God wrought," haying 
been flashed from' the United States Supreme court 
room in Washington to Baltimore, on May 24. 1S44. 


Morse, who was a thinker, an artist and an edu- 


cator, had ever been fascinated by the story of Ben- 
jamin Franklin and It was while alone on a ship, 
returning to New York from Europe, that he thought 
out the telegraph upon which the world now realizes 
are based on the wonderful achievements in radio, 
wireless, aviation, motor cars and numberless other 
things that have come to bless mankind. 


It was In 1832 that Morse conceived the idea of the 


telegraph, but it was three years later that he suc- 
cessfully demonstrated It. His first public exhibition 
was made in 1837 .and he appealed to congress for 
financial aid ;in developing the invention. 
He was 


turned down 'by the national law-making body and 
was greatly discouraged, buf four years later he was 
more successful with those having-the power to make 
appropriations and the sum of thirty thousand dollars 
was allowed him for carrying on his experiments. 


In tho light of what has since transpired it seems 


Incredible that the bill making- an appropriation of 
but thirty thousand dollars for this great purpose 
should have passed the national house by a vote of 
only 39 to 83, but such was the case and the Idea 
was openly ridiculed by some members, an amend- 
ment being offered that half of the sum should be 
appropriated for mesmeric experiments. 
The bill 


passed the senate In the last hour of the session, and 
it was well that it did, for Morse waa broke, having 
expended every cent of his own money. 


In the eighty years that have since Intervened the 


development of the telegraph and those inventions 
based on the Morse discovery has been little short 
of marvelous, all the world now recognizing the tre- 
menuOua* obligation it owes to the man whose vision, 
energy 
and 
determination

der the Influence of the slands of 
internal secretion. 
It has been

ity.

pounds over a period of six months 
is' due to a disturbed balance o£ the 
glands of internal secretion. 


There is marked herditary ten- 


dency to obesity. It seems to "run"* 
in families. Women are more af- 
fected with obesity than are men. 


In most cases of obesity the di- 


rect causes can be (raced to an ex- 
cessive intake of the fat producing 
fo.ods along with a life of inactivity 
and ease, to assure the proper com-

The Importance of Good Seed. 
BLOOMFIEI.D, Neb.. April 15. 


To th* editor of The Lincoln Star: 
Last week, if you will remember, it 
was flowers I was asking for. They 
were to carry sunshine to all who 
were interested, which 1 am sure 
they did I thank you In behalf of all 
who 
share in the 
pleasure 
they 


brought. 
This week I am 
asking 
you sto 


help me itv something "that we are 
all interested 
In, and that I have 


always 
been a crank on; that is, 


good seed corn. 
Corn brings con- 


tentment to both man and beast. 


What I am going to say on seed 


corn will be partly vouched for by 
our governor, lieutenant governor, 
senate and 
legislature, and also 


by the-ladies at the head of the state 
agricultural department who do tht 
testing, as they all saw the ears as 
they were picked in the different 
months of the year, and £hen saw it 
as it was growing1,, and the differ- 
ence In growth. 
The seed was all 


planted at the same time. 
I also 


had the ear of corn with me that 
took sweep stakes at the Chicago 
Corn show over 723 ears that were 
entered for sw/sep stakes against It. 
It was an ear of yellow dent, raised 
in Kaunders county In 1924 by An- 
drew Anderson of Ceresco. 


I picked "some ears of corn the 


first day of August, the first day 
of September, 
October, 
November 


and December, 1924, around AVahoo. 
This spring1 in the 
first 
days of 


February I planted some corn out 
of each ear that was picked each of 
the five months. I showed each ear 
as they were numbered-and as they 
were picked. I had the number of 
each ear grown 
in the pan. The 


August, September and October all 
grew 100 per cent; the November 
all grew but only 50 per cent would 
be strong seed; the December grew 
30 per cent, but not strong.. It is all 
Cine looking corn except the A-jigust 
ear. 
As I say .this can be vouched 


for by the governor. 
''The lieutenant governor made a 
fine 
talk 
on 
the 
Importance or. 


strong seed corn, as ij; is the main 
crpp in Nebraska. He also tells me 
he picks his seed corn before "the 
freeze and has a fine system for 
caring: for it. 
This Is the first test I have been 


telling you about. 
Since that time 


I have made'another test. The first 
of April I tried out this corn again, 
by planting it in the house and in 
the garden at the same time. The 
August ear planted in the 
garden 


grew SO per cent; the September ear 
100 per cent, all strong, the October 
ear, 100 per cent, 
but 2 per cent 


weak. 
I got two kinds of yellow corn, 


shelled. 
They are still selling for 


seed. 
It- Is fine looking corn. 
In 


the house one grew 90 per cent; the 
same out of doors grew 60 per cent; 
the other grew S3 per cent in the 
house and 50 per cent out-of-doors. 
That I 'p'larited In the house was up 
in five-days; while that planted in 
th« garden 
was 
just 
peeking 


through 'the ground at .the end of 
22 days, and at the same time., that 
planted in the 
house wa,s eight 


inches high. 
The corn 
that 
wa.* sent to (he 


Chicago show 'from all 
over 
the 


state, (hey tell me, only tested 63 
per cent, so we can't expect a very 
big crop of corn this year. 


T just came across country from 


Broken Bow. \Vinter wheat looks 
fine" all the way;' spring grains are 
coming fine; alfalfa la mostly good", 
and there is lots of hay yet in the 
stack. 
They tell me most of the 


farmers 
there 
picked their seed
